MIDDLETOWN, Conn. (AP) 
— A hosp ital official say s sev en 
inmates who seized control of a 
ward at Connecticu t’s Secu rity 
Treatment Center for the crim i­ 
nally 
insane 
were 
so 
in­ 
tox icated after the d istu rbance 
end ed that their comp laints 
cou ld not be u nd erstood . 
There were no m ajor inju ries 
and no escap e attemp ts, he 
said . 
The sev en bu rned m attresses 
and smashed wind ows d u ring a 
2Mz-hou r d istu rbance Su nd ay 
night 
at 
the 
5 8 -inmate 
in­ 
stitu tion. It is p art of the state 
mental hosp ital, Connecticu t 
Valley Hosp ital, also located 
here. 
“There d id not hav e to be 
any d irect coercion on the p art 
of the p olice” in q u elling the 
d istu rbance, said state Mental 
Health Commissioner Ernest A. 
Shep herd . 
He said sev eral of the in­ 
mates talked in the cou rty ard 
of the facility with Dr. Abra­ 
ham Zeichner, acting coord ina­ 
tor of the center, and the rest 
“were p ersu ad ed to come ou t.” 
When the p atients mad e their 
comp laints, 
Zeichner 
said , 
“they were so intox icated that 
we cou ld n’t u nd erstand them .” 
He said he d id n’t know where 
the inmates might hav e obtain­ 
ed alcohol or d ru gs. 
Center staff p ersonnel tried 
to q u ell the d istu rbance when it 


started , bu t withd rew after 
m attresses were set ablaze and 
wind ows broken. 
Firemen and p olice called to 
the scene were able to ex ­ 
tingu ish the fires withou t inter­ 
ference, Shep herd said . 
He said eight inmates were in 
the seized ward , bu t one p atient 
barricad ed himself in a room of 
the u nit 
“becau se 
he 
was 
frightened ” and d id not p artici­ 
p ate in the d istu rbance. 
“There were 5 0 who weren’t 
inv olv ed at all,” he said . 
All sev en p atients had been 
transferred 
to 
the 
center 
recently from Norwich State 
Hosp ital, an antiq u ated stru c­ 
tu re which had been closed .

WASHINGTON (AP) - Su c­ 
cessfu l “merit sy stem ” ap p li­ 
cants for new, top -p ay ing hou s­ 
ing p osts in the career fed eral 
serv ice hav e fou nd it d oesn’t 
hu rt to be a Rep u blican. 


The Dep artment of Hou sing 
and Urban Dev elop ment won’t 
sp ecify the nu mber of d irectors 
of new area offices who hav e 
blu e-chip GOP cred entials, bu t 
at least 14 of the 32 d irectors 
d o. 


The U.S. Civ il Serv ice Com­ 
mission classifies the jobs as 
nonp olitical and ostensibly re­ 
serv es them for the most-q u ali­ 
fied cand id ates, bu t only nine 
career fed eral officials hav e 
been p romoted to area d irector. 
Six of these nine began gov ern­ 
ment serv ice u nd er the Re­ 
p u blican 
ad ministration 
of 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. 


The other 23 hold ing the $24,- 
25 1-to-$31,5 23-a-y ear jobs came 
from ou tsid e gov ernment or 
from the ranks of the Nix on ad ­ 
ministration. 


Among them is Way ne Bab­ 
bitt of Little Rock, Ark., a for­ 
mer v eterinary hosp ital owner 
and d irector of the Arkansas 
Liv estock and Pou ltry Commis­ 
sion in the former Rep u blican 
ad ministration of Gov . Winth- 
rop Rockefeller. 
Controlling the flow of fed eral 
hou sing aid in neighboring Ten­ 
nessee is Carroll G. Oakes, a 
former Rep u blican state sena­ 
tor who owned an au tomobile 
agency in Morristown, Tenn. 
Oakes has p rov en a fast lear­ 
ner, say his bosses in Washing­ 
ton. 
“I really ex p ected him to be 
the worst that ev er came d own 


the p ike,” said C. March Mil­ 
ler, sp ecial assistant for p er­ 
sonnel 
to 
HUD 
Secretary 
George Romney . “Bu t he has 
gotten su ch, high m arks since 
he’s been d irector, I’v e really 
been amazed .” 


Miller said HUD has been ap ­ 
p ointing

been the p eop le recommend ed 
by Rep u blicans.”

All 24 p orts stru ck by the In­ 
ternational Longshoemen’s and 
Warehou semen’s Union Ju ly 1 
were op erating tod ay ex cep t for 
the sid e-by -sid e Los Angeles 
and Long Beach harbors, the 


largest p ort in the West. 


Arbitrator George Lov e ru led

whether the Pacific Maritime 
Association, rep resenting 120 
emp loy ers, cou ld req u est 11 ex ­ 
p erienced men by name to 
shap e u p d ocks for work. 
The u nion ap p ealed and Lov e 
took the m atter u nd er consid er­ 
ation. 
A PMA sp okesman in Los An­ 


geles, John MacEv oy , said he 
d oesn’t ex p ect a d ecision before 
Frid ay at the earliest and that 
the d ocks cou ld be tied u p u ntil 
then. 
The 11 men hav e the job of 
mov ing and starting eq u ip ment 
su ch as forklifts and cranes be­ 
fore work gangs are ord ered 
for load ing and u nload ing ship s. 
The ship p ers’ grou p say s it 
takes 24 hou rs to get cargo-han­ 
d ling going after these sp ecial­

Com m uter courses 


NEW YORK (A P) - Two 
metropolitan area railroads will 
offer college-level courses to 
passengers aboard the commut­ 
er lines starting later this 
month. 
The Long Island Railroad, 
which has converted an old 
coach into a classroom, in­ 
augurates its courses Oct. 18- 
all with graduate credit. 
The Jersey Central Railroad 
starts its program Oct. 27. No 
college credits will be offered— 
at least at the beginning. 
The special Long Island Rail­ 
road "classroom” will move 
out of Port Jefferson on the 
5:56 a.m., making all local 
stops to pick up possible com­ 
muter students as well as all 
other riders. The course itself 
will start at Huntington in Suf­ 
folk County and end at Hunters 
Point in Queens. 
The "learning” trip takes 
about an hour and 15 minutes. 
The L IR R ’s Port Jefferson line 
carries some 10,000 commuters 
daily. About 90,000 fares daily 
use all branches of the LIRE 
system. 
The Jersey Central project is 
a combined effort of the rail­ 
road, New York University and 
Commuter Education Services, 
Inc. As a starter, a section of 
one car of the 8:07 a.m. from 
Matawan, N .J., will house a 
course in "Literature in the 
70s.” A portable wall will di­ 
vide students from the rest of 
the riders. There will be lectur­ 


es, 
discussions 
and 
exam­ 
inations, costing each student 
between $60 and $125. 
Barbara Black, head of the 
commuter services organiza­ 
tion, 
says 
actual 
academic 
credit may be offered if the 
classes catch on with Jersey 
Central’s 20,000 daily riders. 
Under the aegis of Adelphi 
University 
in 
Garden 
City, 
N.Y., four courses will be avail­ 
able to L IRR commuters. Of 8- 
or 12-week duration, there will 
be separate courses—going into 
the city and returning—on Mon- 
day-Wednesday-Friday, 
and 
Tuesday-Thursday. 
Adelphi Dean Julius Liff said 
the courses are aimed at ac­ 
quiring credits toward a mas­ 
ter’s degree in Business Admin­ 
istration. He said there will be 
a separate professor for each 
course, and that the charge will 
be the college’s standard fee of 
$82 a credit. 


The Worry Clinic 
The Doctor Says:

CASE R-585: Tony G., aged 
12, is disconsolate. 
"D r. Crane,” his worried 
mother began, “ Tony is still an 
occasional victim of bedwet­ 
ting. 
"So he is terrified about going 
to Boy Scout Camp or of visiting 
his cousins. 
"Oh, he may spend the day 
with them but when they urge 
him to stay overnight, Tony 
tries to concoct various excuses 
why he must get home. 
“ So he is becoming somewhat 
of a recluse. 
"Dr. Crane, I have read that 
emotional problems of the par­ 
ents will cause a child to wet the 
bed. 
"Others state that enuresis is 
hereditary. 
"But can’t something be done 
to free Tony from this terrible 
fear that depresses him ?” 
Enuresis Strategy 
Actually, in most cases bed­ 
wetting is merely a first cous­ 
in to an adult’s ignoring his 
alarm clock. 
If, for example, you ever 
start disregarding the jangle of 
the morning alarm, you can 
soon sleep right through it. 
And even vow that the clock 
never rang, though your wife 
may have seen you reach out 
and shut it off! 
Bedwetting is exactly analo­ 
gous to this ignoring of the 
alarm clock! 
So quit debating whether it is 
due to heredity or feuding be­ 
tween parents and other psy­ 
chiatric malarky! 
For millions of kiddies live in 
homes where parents often 
feud, yet they are not guilty of 
enureses! 
Besides, it can be checked in 
just ONE night! 
At the outlet of the urinary 
bladder is a circular muscle 
(sphincter) that acts as the 
shutoff mechanism. 
Babies haven’t learned to 
make this sphincter muscle 
obey their conscious wish. 
So their bladder empties it­ 
self as soon as it is fairly full. 
But by the age of 4, about 75 


per cent of children have taught 
their bladder to obey their 
brain. 
In the other 25 per cent, bed­ 
wetting may still continue. 
Enuresis is usually a habit. 
But so is urinary control! 


You must teach that sphinc­ 
ter muscle to keep your bladder 
closed till you voluntarily de­ 
cide to urinate. 
Simply build an electrical 
gadget with dry cells and a 
doorbell’s make-break buzzer 
mechanism. 


Then place two squares of 
wire screening under 
the 
child’s hips but separated by a 
heavy cloth to keep the two me­ 
tal sheets apart. 


Then pin a couple of narrow 
metal strips of wire screening 
under the child’s legs but let his 
skin touch both strips. 
Now hook up the system with 
your dry cell batteries and buz­ 
zer. 
When his first drops of urine 
trickle down under the child’s 
buttocks, they will wet the cloth 
separating those two square 
metal screens and complete the 
circuit. 
The child will get a stinging 
shock where his legs cross the 
two narrow strips, so his 
sphincter muscle will close. 
One shock usually is enough 
to stop future bedwetting!

Dear Dr. Lamb— I have been 
puzzled for the last five years 
as to whether the condition I 
have is or is not something to 
worry about. I am 67. 
The first internist who exam­ 
ined me five years ago called it 
a "hydrocele.” at that time it 
was the size of a marble and he 
told me not to worry about it. 
As it got larger (size of a 
plum) I again went to my doc­ 
tor in 1968 who suggested I see a 
urologist who said it was a 
“ spermatocele” and told not to 
worry. 
This year because the swell­ 
ing got still larger I went to an­ 
other internist who suggested 
an operation and also thought it 
may be herniated. 
It does not hurt but I cannot 
understand why it was not re­ 
moved when it was small. Also 
no doctor explained clearly 
what causes these. Could they 
be cancerous? Worrying and 
anxiously awaiting your view­ 
points. 
Dear Reader— If you had a 
malignancy, within five years 
you would have had a lot more

trouble. 
Such a lump can be a hydroc­ 
ele, or a spermatocele with or 
without a hernia. 
A hydrocele means a water 
cyst. Part of the lining around 
the testicle fills with fluid. In 
time more fluid accumulates 
and distends the plasticlike 
sack even more, causing the 
sack to feel tense. Some fluid- 
filled sacks get quite large. The 
sack is really in front of the tes­ 
ticle and you can put a flash­ 
light against it and it will trans­ 
mit light, unlike a solid tumor 
or a loop of intestine. If it has 
been there a long time this may 
not happen because the sack 
wall becomes too thick. A large 
sack can be drained with a nee­ 
dle'(but the fluid usually re­ 
turns) or cut out with a simple 
operation. This is not always 
done if the sack is small. 
A spermatocele is similar ex- 
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uu as he suggests. Thus far it 
seems to me you have had good 
management. If you are wor­ 
ried about a cancer, that seems 
to be an unnecessary concern. 
(Newspaper Enterprise Assn.) 


cept it is a cyst attached direct­ 
ly to the spermatic cord and is 
filled with sperm cells. It is not 
a cancer either. 
A common hernia is a loop of 
intestine sliding into the scro­ 
tum along the cord. It is usually 
at the side of behind the testi­ 
cle. These should be repaired 
surgically. That is the reason 
for the seeming difference in 
opinion. I suspect your last doc­ 
tor is concerned that you may 
have a loop of bowel herniated 
into the scrotum. 
The hydrocele and sperma­ 
tocele often occur without any 
important cause or may even 
be birth defects. They should all 
be examined. Since yours 
hasn’t caused you any trouble, I 
don’t think you have missed 
much by not having an opera­ 
tion. If your present doctor has 
asked you to see a surgeon, do 
so and if he agrees it is a hernia,

DEKALB — Church and state 
hav e 
trad itionally 
been 
separated in this country , but 
ev en in such a “secular” set­ 
ting as a state univ ersity , reli­ 
gion continues to be v ery much 
a part of campus activ ities. 


The cam pus of N orthern 
Dlinois Univ ersity in DeKalb is 
the third largest higher educa­ 
tion institution in the state, and 
with its approx imately 22,000 
students it represents part of 
the picture of how the “Jesus 
Rev olution” and religion in 
general are faring on large 
college campuses today . 
Rev . John Peterson in many 


way s is the model Protestant 
clergy man for serv ing students 
and others on a college campus. 


Activ e in the local Human 
R e la tio n s 
C om m is s ion, 
P eterson has m any tim es 
spoken out on m atters of social 
concern affecting not only the 
cam pus which his Judson 
B aptist Fellow ship building 
serv es, but also m atters affect­ 
ing civ il rights in DeKalb and 
nearby Sy camore. 


Peterson related his feelings 
about 
the 
joy s 
and 
dis­ 
appointments of dealing with 
students at NIU. 


“ Many 
of 
the 
dis­ 
appointments would deal with 
personal relationships with 
people. Some are too personal 
to share. It is more difficult now 
to hav e close relationships with 
blacks. In the search for per­ 
sonal identity , some blacks are 
turning inside. I recently saw a 
black person in one of the 
dormitories who had had a 
bitter racial ex perience during 
the summer. He was seriously 
considering the v alidity of the 
‘two Americas’ idea. The fact 
that he would share with me his 
feelings was one of the good 


parts of this job.” 
Peterson told about another 
ex perience 
during 
some 
campus disturbances in which 
he felt some students were 
try ing to “use” him for their 
own purposes in order to get 
what they wanted. 
He added 
that 
students 
generally are trustworthy and 
open, and that many had made 
“a personal commitment to 
Christ.” 
The Baptist clergy man had 
m any 
thoughts 
about 
the 
“ Jesus 
R ev olution” 
and 
whether it had come to North­ 
ern. 


“The Jesus Rev olution, Jesus 
freaks, and so forth take on 
many ex pressions, really . The 
students at this univ ersity hav e 
been attending such things as 
Jesus rock festiv als so in that 
sense they are participating. 
But as far as meetings of that 
ty pe taking place here, I 
hav en’t seen any of it. There 
m ay , 
how ev er, 
be 
many 
students who consider them­ 
selv es activ e in that ty pe of 
mov ement. Really , the leader­ 
ship in the Jesus Mov ement is 
informal, any way .” 
The long-sideburned, lean 
minister said that it is difficult 


to tell whether the 
"Jesus 
Mov ement” is simply a fad or 
something that will truly last. 
He said one positiv e effect of 
people turning toward the 
impact of Jesus’ personality is 
that many students seem to 
hav e dropped out of the drug 
culture and hav e begun to ma­ 
ture toward something that 
may be more permanent. 
Peterson talked of problems 
faced by students today . 
“ Many questions are being 
raised about v alues and it is 
becoming v ery difficult. . . You 
may talk a lot about civ il rights, 
social justice, and so forth and 
y ou may not get too inv olv ed. 
“ In the sex ual area, howev er, 
there is real turmoil. There 
seems to be a growing feeling 
that v alues are relativ e. It is 
what y ou feel. This becomes a 
problem 
as 
to 
how 
one 
establishes v alues. 
“ If y ou think y ou are stepping 
aside to analy ze sex ual v alues 
or life, what happens is that y ou 
are unconsciously being 
in­ 
fluenced by those around y ou. 
So instead of making a con­ 
scious, rational decision, it is a 
drifting kind of ‘stick in the 
stream ’ thing.” 
"This is my tenth y ear at 
NIU, Peterson said, and we 


used to say that sex ual v alues 
hav en’t changed. It is just more 
in the open. 
“ But I would say in the last 
two or three y ears there has 
been a significant shift in such 
things as getting m arried. 
Many students feel badly about 
getting pregnant but they didn’t 
feel badly about hav ing sex ual 
relations before m arriage. 
Some ev en feel that it is wrong 
to use birth control but it’s 
really not wrong to hav e sex ual 
relations. 
“To me, this is an indication 
that many hav e made the jump 
(in v alue sy stems) too fast. 
“ Many students thought they 
were getting away from some­ 
thing legalistic to something 
freer, but really they were 
abandoning something v ery 
beautiful.” 
Peterson emphasized that he 
is in fav or of prem arital 
chastity and marital fidelity , 
but added that he tries not to be 
judgemental and attempts to 
help students in ev ery way . 
Asked how he would change 
college campuses in their rela­ 
tionship to religion, Peterson 
said, “The campuses should 
allow more serious ex amina­ 
tion of Christianity . Too many 
students hav e come to the 
Ne e d for guide line s s hown 
by numbe r of s trik e s

Asso cia ted Press Writer 
Teachers strikes in 10 Illinois 
school districts at the start of 
this term pointed up the need 
for legislativ e guidelines for fu- 
re contract negotiations be­ 
tween puolic employ es 
and 
their employ ers, spokesmen for 
both sides told The Associated 
Press. 
Curtis Plott, ex ecutiv e secre­ 
tary of the Illinois Education 
Association, and B.B. Burgess, 
ex ecutiv e director of the Illinois 
Association of School Boards, 
also agree on the legislativ e v e­ 
hicle — Senate Bill 1112. 
Burgess described it as “a 
fair bill that giv es neither side 
all it wants.” 
But thereafter, Plott and Bur­ 
gess disagree on nearly ev ery 
other aspect of the situation 
and its causes. 
And 
many 
school boards ev en take issue 
with Burgess’ assertion that the 
IASB “has long supported the 
idea of mandatory collectiv e 
bargaining.” 
Sev eral boards in embattled 
districts 
contended 
teacher 
strikes are illegal, and that 
IEA demands on class sizes, 
the number of classes assigned 
to a teacher, dev elopment of 
curriculum and compulsory a r­ 
bitration of griev ances infringe 
on administrativ e prerogativ es. 
Some administrators scoff at 
a teachers’ altruistically stated 
contention that items dealing 
with “improv ing the qualify of 
education are rightful areas of 
negotiation.” 
Supt. Robert Campbell of 
Barrington, for ex ample, insist­ 
ed that the longest unresolv ed 
issue in the strike there was 
money , “and any one who say s 
different is not telling the truth. 
They gav e up binding arbi­ 
tration to get more money .” 
Significantly , the Barrington 
district was the only one re­ 
porting it had to tighten its belt 
as a result of the settlement. 
Campbell said $139,000 of pay 
increases and $17 2,000 loss of 
state aid will force the district 
to issue tax anticipation w ar­ 
rants amounting to 17 per cent 
of nex t y ear’s tax es. The deficit 
was 3 per cent last y ear, he 


said. 
Barrington also had to elimi­ 
nate one administrativ e em ­ 
ploy e, one audio-v isual teacher 
end one teacher’s aide to sav e 
$25,000. Campbell said. 
Disci sing 
the still 
unre­ 
solv ed ^!isis at Decatur where 
a three-week strike was halted 
by court order and 14 non-ten- 
ured teachers who took part 
were 
fired, 
Burgess 
said, 
“They talk about improv ing 
education but when y ou ask 
how, it’s alway s ‘pay the teach­ 
ers more money ’.” 
The IEA counters with the 
charge of “bad-faith” negotiat­ 
ing by school boards and “stall­ 
ing and forcing teachers to 
strike or return to school with­ 
out a contract.” 
Teachers’ spokesmen claim 
that in some instances, school 
boards already had budgeted 
the money for requested raises 
but were try ing to take adv an­ 
tage of President Nix on’s Aug. 
15 wage freeze. 


The IEA said that in most of 
the strikes, the teachers were 
try ing to get their first written 
blanket contract and school 
boards were unwilling. 
“Both school boards and the 
legislature should realize by 
now that negotiations are a fact 
of life,” Plott said. “Howev er, 
we still hav e boards claiming 
they can’t negotiate and the 
legislature has not dealt with 
legislation that would eliminate 
the turm oil.” 
Burgess, howev er, attributed 
much of negotiation difficulty 
to “lack of ex perience on the 
part of IEA affiliates and field- 
m en.” 
“ It was much easier to reach 
an agreem ent,” Burgess said, 
“when the IEA brought in an 
ex perienced 
negotiator 
who 
knew what he was doing.” 
In reply , an IEA spokesman 
said sev eral boards hired a 
“$5 0-a-day professional negotia­ 
tor who had no interest in a 
quick settlem ent.” 
All but two of the strikes 
were settled after one to four 
day s, but Burgess said that 
while they had little effect for 
the most part on school fi­ 


nances, curriculum or oper­ 
ation, they left residual bitter­ 
ness. 
“ In some areas such ill feel­ 
ing was generated,” he said, 
“that I doubt if much good 
learning is going on y et.” 
Decatur is an ex treme ex ­ 
ample. Three lawsuits and in­ 
tercession by Michael Bakalis, 
state superintendent of public 
instruction, dev eloped out of 
the three-week strike. 
Forced back to work by a 
court order, the 900-member 
Decatur Education Association 
declared 
a 
boy cott 
against 
Decatur businesses and sought 
participation by other teacher 
groups within a 5 0-mile radius. 
Cutting through claim and 
counterclaim, Burgess said the 
Decatur situation is the climax 
of a “feud that has been build­ 
ing up ov er a period of y ears,” 
although that district was one 
of the first to hav e collectiv e 
bargaining and a blanket con­ 
tract. 
Burgess said the main issue 
there is money , but another 
crucial one is the DEA’s de­ 
mand that “all certificated per­ 
sons” be put under union juris­ 
diction. That could mean, Bur­ 
gess said, assistant principals 
and ev en principals. 
Teachers resentment was fed 
by the Decatur board’s attempt 
to fire all striking teachers, a 
mov e negated by the court or­ 
der sending those with tenure 
back to classrooms. The firing 
of 14 first-y ear teachers, which 
stuck, gav e the DEA a rally ing 
point. 
Ill feeling was implicit in an 
IEA summary of the 12-day 
strike by teachers in the Glen- 
brook 
District’s 
two 
high 
schools. It said: 
“The work stoppage stemmed 
from refusal by the board to 
negotiate in good faith. It was 
lengthened because the board 
and its hired negotiator agreed 
to only one meeting during the 
first nine day s.” 
The Glenbrook Educators As­ 
sociation came away with a 
contract prov iding binding arbi­ 
tration, teacher ev aluation, lim­ 
its on class size and load, and 
improv ed sick leav e and health 


insurance. It had to giv e up 
percentage increases and ac­ 
cept 
$5 00-a-y ear 
across-the- 
board pay 
increase 
(which 
Supt. Forrest Sheely said was 
the main 
issue), 
and 
four 
teachers lost department chair­ 
manships. 


In only one district. Lake 
Zurich, was pay admittedly the 
main strike issue. The settle­ 
ment rescinded a salary freeze. 
Binding arbitration was the 
apparent stickler at Elgin, De­ 
Kalb, Zion-Benton and Jersey - 
v ille, and teachers got it in one 
form or another. 


Recognition 
as 
bargaining 
agent for teachers was the sore 
point at Rantoul, and the Ran- 
toul Township High School Edu­ 
cation Association got it. 
The IEA said the 10 strikes 
delay ing school opening for 50,- 
000 pupils and 3,500 teachers 
were only the v isible part of an 
“impasse between teachers and 
school boards” in 116 Illinois 
districts. 
Plott predicted “the num ber 
of teacher strikes could triple 
nex t y ear if legislation is not 
enacted to regulate negotia­ 
tions.” 
To forestall such a situation, 
Plott said, the IEA will under­ 
take at Springfield this month 
the “most massiv e lobby ing ef­ 
fort in its history for enactment 
of Senate Bill 1112.” 
The bill sponsored by Re­ 
publican Sens. William C. Har­ 
ris of Pontiac and Robert Coul- 
son of Waukegan would set up 
public employ ment boards with 
powers to establish standards 
for collectiv e bargaining. 
It would prohibit strikes by 
policemen, firemen and other 
public employ es whose work is 
essential to health, safety and 
welfare. 
It would permit a limited 
right to strike by other public 
employ es, but only after media­ 
tion and arbitration procedure. 
After reaching passage stage 
in the Senate, the bill was de­ 
ferred 
and 
recommitted 
to 
committee after being amended 
to bar strikes by prison guards 
and hospital employ es.
